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Indiana  Now  Has  Special  Education  Field 

Pennsylvania's  State  Council  of  Education  has  given  Indiana  State 
Teachers  College  the  right  to  prepare  teachers  in  the  special  education 
field,  Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt,  president  of  the  college,  has  announced. 

The  special  education  field  will  include  tv/o  principal  areas — speech 
and  hearing  handicapped  and  mentally  retarded  —  educable  and  train- 
able. 

For  the  past  several  years  Indiana  State  Teachers  College  has  been 
giving  v/ork  in  speech  and  hearing  correction  up  to  the  last  course  or 
tv/o.  Now  it  will  be  possible  for  students  at  the  college  majoring  in  this 
area  to  complete  their  work  and  receive  certification  as  a  result  of  their 
course  work  at  Indiana  State  Teachers  College. 

Some  work  has  also  previously  been  given  in  the  field  of  teaching 
the  mentally  retarded.    This  will   be  expanded  in  the  future. 

For  the  present  special  education  will  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  education  department,  Dr.  Pratt  said.  But  sometime  in  the  future 
special  education  will  probably  become  a  department  of  its  own.

The  Ensley-Davis  group  will  put  on  the  musical  comedy  "Boy  Friend" 
at  military  installations  in  the  North  East  Command  at  Greenland,  New- 
foundland, Labrador,  BafPin  Island,  and  Iceland.  Scheduled  to  begin 
February   1,   1960,  the  tour  will  last  five  weeks. 

Indiana  State  Teachers  College  is  one  of  eight  colleges  in  the 
country  selected  for  the  AETA-USO  Overseas  Touring  program  during  the 
period:  September  1959  -  September  1960.  The  "Boy  Friend"  marks  the 
fifteenth  musical  comedy  co-directed  by  the  Ensley-Davis  team.  This  figure 
is  believed  to  be  a  record  in   musical  comedy  collaboration. 

The  USO,  which  in  association  with  the  American  Educational 
Theater  Association  will  sponsor  the  Indiana  State  Teachers  College  tour, 
is  a  member  agency  of  the  Pennsylvania  United  Fund  and  receives 
financial  support  from  local  community  chests  and  United  Funds. 

Indiana  State  Teachers  College  is  the  first  Pennsylvania  college  or 
university  to  be  chosen  for  this  tour  and  the  ISTC  production  is  the  first 
musical  comedy  to  go  on  the  Northeast  tour. 
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Campus  To  Get  New  Library 
Bids  Awarded;   Project  Started 

Indiana  State  Teachers  College  will  receive  a  new  Library  building 
to  be  constructed  under  contracts  awarded  by  the  General  State  Authori- 
ty. Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt,  president  of  the  college,  reports. 

The  proposed  Library  is  a  three  story  building  90  feet  by  140  feet, 
housing  open  and  closed  stack  areas,  technical  operations  and  work 
room,  periodical  room,  reference  rooms,  brov^sing  areas,  classrooms, 
curriculum  material  areas  and  storage  space,  children's  literature  room, 
orchives,  and  government  documents  room. 

The  proposed  building  is  to  make  provision  for  air  conditioning  with 
soundproofed  walls  and  ceiling.  Construction  materials  will  be  masonry, 
steel,  and  fire  resistant  designed  to  harmonize  with  the  existing  buildings 
end  other  buildings  now  under  construction  on   the  campus. 

The  main  entrance  of  the  Library  building  will  have  limestone  and 
g!ass  block  grille.  The  Library  will  be  located  in  the  present  green  area 
between  Clark  Hall,  Fisher  Auditorium,  Cogswell  Hall  —  the  new  music 
building,  and  John  Sutton  Hall. 

A  meeting  of  persons  concerned  with  the  construction  of  the  Library 
was  held  October  30,  at  the  college  to  initiate  work  on  the  building,  Dr. 
Pratt  said. 

Joseph  Hoover  is  the  architect  for  the  building.  L-D  Building  Com- 
pany of  Latrobe  received  the  general  contract  from  the  General  State 
Authority  for  $337,000,  Charles  L.  Pile  of  New  Castle  has  the  heating 
and  air  conditioning  contract  for  $103,000,  John  Honey  of  Indiana  re- 
ceived the  plumbing  contract  for  $31,972,  and  the  electrical  contract  for 
$80,100  has  gone  to  Electrical  Contractors  Associates,  Inc.,  of  Altoona. 

Total  cost  of  these  four  contracts  will  be  $552,072.  The  contracts 
v/hich  were  awarded  on  October  19,  1959,  call  for  a  completion  by 
April    14,    1961.

Alumni  Executive 
Council   Meeting 
Secretary's  Minutes 


October   10,   1959 


The  Executive  Council  of  the  General  Alumni  Association  held  its  foil 
meeting  in  Fisher  Auditorium  on  Saturday,  October  10,  1959.  The  meet- 
ing was  called  to  order  by  the  Alumni  President,  Mr.  Franklin  George. 
He  greeted  the  delegates  of  the  Executive  Council  by  saying,  "We  are 
happy  to  have  you  with  us  for  another  Homecoming  Day,  and  we  ap- 
preciate your  effort  to  be  with  us  so  early  in  the  morning." 

Mr.  George  then  introduced  Dr.  Pratt  who  made  the  following  re- 
marks: 

"We  welcome  you  to  Homecoming  Day.  I  am  happy  to  report  to 
you  that  the  construction  of  our  athletic  field  is  going  forward  satisfactori- 
ly with  the  help  of  the  alumni  and  friends  of  the  college.  To  date  we 
have  raised  approximately  $45,000  in  cash  and  $55,000  in  pledges,  a 
total  of  approximately  $100,000.  At  the  present  time  v^e  are  completing 
the  football  field  and  the  track.  We  have  yet  to  complete  the  grandstand 
and  auxiliary  rooms  and  the  fence. 

"The  Commonwealth  has  completed  six  new  tennis  courts  which  ore 
some  of  the  finest  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.  I  trust  that  we  might  be 
able  to  obtain  funds  from  this  source  for  the  development  of  the  baseball 
field,  soccer  field,  and  several  auxiliary  fields  for  intramural  sports  such 
as  Softball  and  touch  football  fields.  The  Commonwealth  has  purchased 
20  acres  of  land  at  the  corner  of  Eleventh  and  Glass  Streets.  When  the 
Brodsky  equipment  and  materials  are  removed  this  should  make  a  very 
attractive  area  as  an  addition  to  our  campus.  I  trust  that  we  might  com- 
plete this  project  within  the  next  three  or  four  years. 

"We  have  introduced  into  the  legislature  a  bill  which  will  provide 
for  the  construction  of  the  field  house  at  a  cost  of  $850,000.  This  has 
not  yet  been  approved.  Frankly,  I  do  not  believe  that  we  will  obtain 
favorable  action  on  this  bill.  But  I  trust  that  we  might  be  successful  some- 
time in  the  future. 

"You  will  be  interested  in  knowing  that  the  students  are  now  voting 
on  a  plan  to  construct  a  Student  Union  at  a  cost  of  approximately 
$250,000  in  the  neighborhood  of  Whitmyre  Hall.  This  building  will 
house  the  bookstore,  a  snack  bar,  a  dance  floor,  a  game  room,  a  student 
lounge,  and  offices  for  student  publications.  The  final  results  of  this  vote 
will  be  known  within  the  next  two  or  three  days.  This  provides  for  the 
amortization  of  a  loan,  which  will  be  made  by  the  Indiana  County  banks, 
by  the  students  increasing  the  activity  fee  from  $15  to  $20  a  semester. 
If  approved,  this  building  should  be  completed  before  the  next  fall  term 
begins.  We  are  looking  forward  with  great  anticipation  to  its  construction. 

"It  is  nice  to  have  you  here  and  I  am  happy  to  see  you  all." 

Mr.  George  thanked  Dr.  Pratt  and  as  this  was  the  first  meeting  con- 
ducted by  the  new  officers,  Mr.  George  inrtoduced  the  following  people: 
Mrs.  Andrey  Graham,  Vice  President;  and  Miss  Mary  Bagley,  Secretary. 
He  then  introduced  Miss  Nancy  Newkerk,  Dean  of  Women,  and  Mr.  Le- 
roy  Schnell,  Dean  of  Men. 
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Mr.  George  then  called  for  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  May 
meeting.  The  minutes  were  read  by  the  secretary,  Miss  Mary  Bagly.  As 
there  were  no  additions  or  corrections  to  the  minutes,  they  were  approv- 
ed as  read.

The  president  thanked  Miss  Esch  and  called  for  any  questions  or 
comments  pertaining  to  the  treasurer's  report.  As  there  were  none,  it  was 
approved  as  read. 

Mr.  George  called  Mr.  Samuel  Furgiuele  to  give  the  report  on  the 
Projects  Committee.  Mr.  Furgiuele  stated,  "I  do  not  know  whether  I  can 
do  as  well  as  Sally  Johnson  on  this  report.  The  Projects  Committee  met 
at  9:00  this  morning  and  would  like  to  make  the  following  recommen- 
dations. 

(  1  )  That  you  continue  support  of  the  Athletic  Field  Project — the 
project  undertaken   by  the  Alumni  Association. 

(2)  Membership  in  the  Alumni  Association.  We  have  some  2,600 
paid  members  out  of  a  potential  18,000.  Six  thousand  have  been  grad- 
uated since  1949.  We  are  going  to  ask  that  an  effort  be  made  to  In- 
crease our  membership  out  of  the  6,000  recent  graduates,  in  addition  to 
the  three  members  each  dues-paying  member  will  try  to  secure  as  dis- 
cussed at  the  May,  1959,  meetings.  Miss  Esch  reports  that  we  will  have  a 
deficit  in  the  treasury — $475.00  is  committed  for  the  October  1959  bulle- 
tin, $600.00  to  the  Alumni  Council  of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges,  so  we 
are  some  $1,000  in  the  red.  Most  of  us  are  concerned  about  this.  We 
feel  that  an  association  such  as  ours  should  not  operate  with  a  deficit. 
I  think  that  many  of  us  are  too  passive  in  our  membership  in  the  Associ- 
ation. I  feel  that  we  have  a  responsibility  to  the  college.  I  feel  that  an 
association  such  as  ours  has  only  one  function,  only  one  purpose  in  exist- 
ing and  that  is  to  give  support  to  the  college.  Anything  else  ought  to  be 
secondary.  I  think  many  of  us  have  forgotten  this  and  you  ought  to  think 
seriously.  Of  course,  this  isn't  true  of  all  units.  We  need  money  here. 
We  are  operating  a  business.  A  few  of  us  are  working  hard  to  be  solvent 
and  some  groups  have  given  generous  support,  but  only  a  few. 


(3)  The  Committee  makes  a  motion  that  we  recommend  the  follow- 
ing: Beginning  with  the  Class  of  1960,  graduates  will  no  longer  be  given 
free  membership  in  the  Association,  but  will  be  asked  to  become  dues- 
paying  members.  This  was  prompted  by  many  things.  We  found  that  the 
free  membership  has  not  at  all  paid  off  and  the  number  that  has  been 
renewed  are  few  and  it  is  an  expensive  item.  We  are  hopeful  that  they 
will  remain  paying  members  if  we  take  them  in  as  paying  members  in  the 
beginning. 

After  discussion,  Mr.  George  called  for  a  motion  on  the  proposal. 
The  motion  was  properly  made,  seconded  and  carried. 

Miss  Esch  was  then  called  on  to  give  a  report  on  the  New  Althletic 
Field   Project.

Mr.  George  again  thanked  Miss  Esch.  He  then  made  the  following 
remarks  concerning  the  "Alumni  Bulletin":  "Few  of  you  have  received  the 
new  bulletin  since  they  were  just  put  in  the  mail.  You  will  probably  have 
them  in  the  mail  today.  Take  time  to  read  this  bulletin.  There  are  a  lot 
of  figures  in  it.  If  you  take  time  to  look  at  them,  they  will  mean  a  lot 
more  to  you  than  the  composite  read  to  you  at  this  time.  We  appreciate 
the  reading  of  the  minutes,  but  take  time  to  study  them." 

He  then  called  upon  Dr.  Arthur  F.  Nicholson  for  a  report  on  the 
Council  of  Alumni  Associations  and  the  Alumni  Bulletin  which  follows: 

"The  State  Council  of  Alumni  Associations  has  a  working  agreement 
with  Paul  Comley  French,  Associates,  to  act  as  our  Public  Relations  Con- 
sultant and  Legislative  representative,  and  it  is  my  observation  that  Mr. 
French  does  a  great  deal  of  work  and  has  been  very  active  with  the  Legis- 
lature. It  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  that 
we  have  had  our  own  representative,  who  is  not  an  employee  of  the 
Commonwealth,  to  represent  us  to  the  Legislature.  This  is  a  very  definite 
advantage.  Mr.  French  has  a  fine  reputation  among  responsible  men.  He 
has  very  good  connections  and  I  think  he  knows  almost  everybody  in 
Harrisburg  that  we  would  feel  we  need  to  know.  In  so  far  as  Mr.  French 
himself  is  concerned,  he  is  a  very  fine,  capable  and  democratic  individual. 
I  have  disagreed  with  Mr.  French  on  several  occasions — I  think  the  org- 
anization would  have  wanted  me  to  disagree  with  him.  Any  organization 
needs  to  be  checked  and  that  is  the  reason  why  we  should  send  repre- 
sentatives to  Alumni  Council  meetings  and  representatives  should  be  sent 
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from  all  the  other  State  Teachers  Colleges.  All  State  Teachers  Colleges 
are  now  in  with  the  exceptions  of  West  Chester,  Kutztown,  and  Lock 
Haven.  I  think  Lock  Haven  and  Kutztown  will  probably  come  in.  West 
Chester  is  in  the  process  of  getting  a  new  administration  and  I  think  they 
will  come  in.  We  have  voted  to  employ  Mr.  French  with  the  same  budget 
as  1959.  If  you  continue,  you  are  committed  to  another  $1200.  tAr. 
French  is  willing  to  continue  to  work  in  part  because  he  is  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  at  Cheyney  and  in  part  because  he  feels  sympa- 
thetic to  the  State  Teachers  Colleges  cause.  At  this  time  I  would  think 
that  it  is  to  the  advantage  of  our  Alumni  Association  to  continue  its  mem- 
bership in   the  Alumni  Council." 

"With  regards  to  the  Alumni  bulletin,  hAr.  Furgiuele  reported  for 
Mrs.  Johnson  and  her  Projects  Committee  that  we  have  $138.00  in  the 
current  balance,  but  that  we  have  a  bill  that  will  be  presented  for 
$475.00  for  the  October  bulletin  and  $600.00  to  the  Alumni  Council.  I 
have  already  mentioned  that  in  1960  there  will  be  another  $1200.00 
for  the  Alumni  Council  and  you  have  committed  yourselves  to  publish  a 
bulletin  in  December,  March,  and  June  and  each  one  of  these  will  cost 
around  $500.00.  It  looks  to  me  as  if  we  hove  to  have  a  budget  of 
$5,000.00  a  year,  and  we  need  a  membership  of  6,000  as  soon  as  we 
can  get  it.  In  reporting  on  the  alumni  bulletin,  the  best  thing  we  can  say 
is  that  the  little  "pleas"  which  emphasize  the  need  for  membership  should 
be  ready  by  all  of  you  and  thoughtfully  acted  upon.  We  are  still  in  need 
of  material  to  be  published  in  the  bulletins;  however,  there  are  a  few 
things  that  come  in  that  we  can't  use. 

"Thank  you  for  your  attention." 

Mr.  George  then  thanked  Dr.  Nicholson  for  his  splendid  work  and 
called  up  on  Mrs.  Graham  for  any  remarks.  Mrs.  Graham  reported  that 
she  has  secured  three  new  members  and  asked  the  other  members  if  they 
had  secured  their  quota. 

Mr.  George  then  called  upon  Dr.  Lott  to  soy  a  few  words. 

Dr.  Lott:  "We  have  on  Alumni  Liaison  Committee  consisting  of  three 
of  us  appointed  by  the  President,  and  I  am  sure  that  if  we  hear  from  you 
we  will  be  happy  to  come  and  see  you.  Maybe  you  don't  want  in  par- 
ticular to  see  me.  If  not,  we'll  have  someone  else,  but  I'll  come  along  to 
drive  the  car.  If  you  request  us  to  come  to  your  meetings,  we'll  certainly 
try  to  do  so." 

Mr.  George  then  called  for  old  and  new  business   (no  response). 

Mr.  George  then  called  for  unit  reports  and  plans  for  the  year.  Re 
ports  were  given  by  representatives  from  the  following  units:  Pittsburgh 
Senior  Group,  Pittsburgh  Junior  Group,  Pittsburgh  North  Boroughs,  Tri- 
township,  Tarentum,  Indiana,  Jeannette,  and  McKeesport. 

Mr.  George  remarked:  "It  might  be  well  to  keep  in  mind  to  put  a 
little  more  pressure  on  the  recent  graduates — from  the  post  ten  years  or 
so.  I  can't  believe  that  there  is  any  graduate  of  Indiana  who  isn't  inter- 
ested in  the  school.  It  is  very  easy  to  understand  the  acceptance  of  a 
passive  attitude  and  without  a  little  prodding  they  are  going  to  remain 
just  that  way;  but  if  we  do  a  little  digging,  once  they  get  into  the  Associ- 
ation they  will  remain. 

Mr.  George  called  for  additional  comments  and  since  there  were 
none,  the  meeting  was  adjourned.

DR.  PRATT'S  REMARKS  AT  ALUMNI  LUNCHEON 
October  10,  1959 

I  am  very  happy  to  report  to  you  that  the  enrollment  of  the  college 
has  nov^  reached  more  than  2,900  undergraduate  students,  125  part- 
time  students,  and  250  graduate  students.  While  we  do  not  wish  to  place 
undue  emphasis  upon  size  we  receive  so  many  applications  each  year 
that  we  must  reject  that  it  seems  imperative  to  us  to  accommodate  as 
many  students  as  possible.  Each  year  we  must  refuse  admission  to 
hundreds  of  qualified  students  because  of  lack  of  facilities. 

We  are  building  as  fast  as  possible.  Four  structures  will  be  ready 
sometime  during  the  current  academic  year  including  Langham  Hall  for 
men  students,  Wahr  Hall  for  women  students,  Matthew  J.  Walsh  Hall  for 
mathematics  and  science  classrooms,  and  a  beautiful  new  music  building 
named  Cogswell  Hall.  These  buildings  will  help  provide  facilities  for  our 
anticipated  enrollment  of  approximately  3,000  to  3,100  students  in  1960. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  our  graduate  program  seems  to  be  pro- 
gressing satisfactorily,  with  450  students  enrolled  in  the  program.  Ap- 
proximately one-third  of  these  students  attend  each  semester  and  during 
the  summer  sessions. 

The  expansion  of  the  college  raises  many  problems  with  respect  to 
living  quarters  for  students  and  places  to  attend  their  classes.  We  must 
also  couple  these  facilities  with  the  facilities  for  boarding,  for  their  physi- 
cal education,  and  for  their  social  life.  We  must  also  provide  adequate 
light,  heat,  water,  sewage  facilities,  spaces  for  faculty  offices,  quarters 
for  the  commuting  students,  and  other  necessary  facilities.  These  facilities 
must  also  be  equipped  with  a  great  amount  of  instructional  and  other 
equipment.  The  timing  of  the  completion  of  such  facilities  is  one  of  the 
most  difficult  problems  which  the  administration  faces.  At  the  present 
time  we  are  building  an  addition  to  the  power  plan  to  provide  adequate 
utilities  and  a  Student  Union  to  provide  the  necessary  facilities  for  a 
student  bookstore  and  student  social  life.  At  times  one's  head  gets  into 
a  whirl  in  trying  to  keep  all  facets  of  these  facilities  in  the  proper  order.

Vote  Approval  For  New  Student  Union 

Indiana  State  Teachers  College  will  have  a  new  $250,000  Student 
Union  as  a  result  of  student-faculty  voting  on  a  proposal  to  build  a 
Student  Union  on  or  near  the  college  campus  with  funds  raised  locally, 
Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt,  president  of  the  college,  stated  today. 

A  referendum  election  conducted  by  the  Student  Council  indicates 
that  an  overwhelming  majority  of  students  and  faculty  voting  almost  by 
a  three  to  one  and  four  to  one  margin  voted  in  favor  of  the  project  which 
would  enable  the  Student  Union  to  be  built. 

The  total  vote  on  this  matter  was  1568  students  and  102  faculty 
members.  The  architect  selected  is  Mr.  Joseph  Hoover  of  Pittsburgh  and 
the  attorney  is  Mr.  Earl  Handler  of  Indiana.  These  men  were  hired  by 
the  Directors  of  the  College  Lodge  Association  and  the  officers  of  The 
Student  Cooperative  Association  in  order  to  arrange  for  the  purchase  of 
land  and  to  prepare  the  plans. 

The  building  program  hinges  on  the  student  vote  to  increase  the 
activity  fee  from  $15  to  $20  per  semester.  Only  students  voted  on  the 
question,  "Are  you  in  favor  of  the  increase  in  the  Student  Activity  Fee?" 
Out  of  a  total  vote  of  1959  students,  there  were  1159  who  voted  'yes' 
and  430  who  voted  'no',"  a  ration  of  3:1.  The  ration  for  the  first  four 
questions  was  4:1 . 

Now  that  the  student  body  and  the  faculty  have  given  their  consent, 
construction  will  start  somettime  this  winter  and  should  be  completed  by 
September  of  1960.  The  new  building  will  include  a  snack  bar,  the  Col- 
lege Book  Store,  a  student  lounge,  a  game  room,  ballroom-size  dance 
facilities,  student  publications  offices,  The  Student  Council  office,  and 
storage  space. 

The  proposed  site  of  the  new  Union  building  is  the  area  between 
the  Sigma  Tau  Gamma  House  and  Moreau  Construction  Co.,  across  the 
tracks  from  Whitmyre  Hall.  This  plot  of  ground  is  the  site  of  what  is  be- 
lieved to  be  the  oldest  historical  landmark  of  Indiana  County,  Shaver's 
Spring,  dating  back  to  1744.  According  to  the  Indiana  Historical  Society, 
an  Indian  trail  once  passed  by  the  spring  and  this  train  and  spring  were 
frequented  by  an  Indian  Trader,  Peter  Shaver,  for  whom  the  spring  is 
named.  On  September  6,  1756,  Colonel  John  Armstrong  and  his  troops 
camped  at  this  spring  on  route  to  attack  the  Indian  village  of  Kittanning. 
At  present,  a  small  white  cottage  with  gingerbread  trim  is  situated  on 
the  plot  of  ground.  The  house  was  the  home  of  Jean  McElhaney,  former 
head  of  the  Art  Department  for  whom  McElhaney  Hall  was  named.  She 
called  this  small  home  "Fern  Cottage."  In  the  yard  behind  this  house  is 
Shaver's  Spring.
